11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  seventy-four  dollars  and  forty  cents  ($1,074.40)  as  the  Town's  share  for 
the  studies  and  operation  of  the  Southwestern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning 
Commission. 

Explanation:  These  funds  will  be  used  for  financing  the  staff,  operation 
expenses,  planning  studies,  technical  assistance  and  other  programs  of  the  Com- 
mission. These  funds  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  state  and  federal 
funds  available  for  planning  purposes.

are  located  and  further  that  a  town  at  an  annual  Town  Meeting  may  vote  to 
increase  the  amount  of  the  exemption  upon  dormitories,  dining  rooms,  and 
kitchens: 

That  for  purposes  of  taxation  the  Town  of  Antrim,  New  Hampshire  values 
the  land  and  buildings  of  Nathaniel  Hawthorne  College  at  one  million  four 
hundred  ninety-two  thousand  five  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($1,492,550.00)  after  the 
exemption  of  one  hundred  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($150,000.00)  has  been  applied: 

That  as  a  result  of  this  valuation  the  college's  present  tax  bill  for  the  year 
1976  is  fortv  thousand  seven  hundred  ninety-one  dollars  and  thirtv-nine  cents 
($40,791.39'): 

That  this  places  upon  the  college  in  these  times  of  a  crucial  struggle  for 
survival  by  small  liberal  arts  colleges  a  severe  financial  hardship  which  threatens 
the  ultimate  existence  of  Nathaniel  Hawthorne  College: 

That  the  College  respectfully  requests  the  Town  of  Antrim,  New  Hampshire 
grant  to  Nathaniel  Hawthorne  College  as  it  is  authorized  to  do  so  by  Statute  a 
permanent  additional  exemption  of  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($600,000.00) 
to  the  value  of  the  dormitories,  dining  room,  and  kitchen  so  that  the  College  can 
continue  to  develop  as  a  viable  institution  of  higher  learning  in  these  times  that 
are  seeing  so  many  of  the  small  private  colleges  close.

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close,  subject  to  gates  and  bars,  the  so  called 
Brimstone  Corner  Road  from  the  first  culvert  past  the  Price  place  to  the  Hancock 
town  line,  or  take  any  other  action  thereon.

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TRUSTEES  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 
OF  THE  JAMES  A.  TUTTLE  LIBRARY 

The  total  circulation  at  the  Tuttle  Library  in  1976  amounted  to  over  14,000 
volumes.  548  new  books  were  acquired  and  12  new  magazine  titles  were  added  to 
our  collection.  Three  visits  from  the  Bookmobile  provided  over  1,000  books.  The 
State  Library  and  other  area  libraries  supplied  us  with  216  requests.  We  are  able 
to  provide  excellent  service  from  the  above  sources  for  people  who  have  special 
requests. 

Our  many  library  friends  in  Antrim  donated  a  vast  supply  of  books  and 
material  this  past  year.  Gifts  from  over  50  individuals  and  organizations  were 
presented  to  the  library. 

1976  was  a  busy  year  at  the  Tuttle  Library.  Throughout  the  year  a  total  of  18 
exhibits  were  on  display.  The  children's  programs  included  11  story  hours,  a 
summer  library  club  and  book  talks  to  several  school  classes.  The  school  program 
was  further  expanded  this  past  fall  with  the  school  children  coming  from  school 
two  days  a  week. 

An  Open  House  was  held  in  the  Historical  Rooms  on  April  10,  1976  from  12-5 
P.M.  Ralph  Proctor  and  his  committee  did  an  admirable  job  of  making  Antrim's 
heritage  an  inspiration  for  the  entire  community.  Throughout  the  spring,  the 
school  children  were  given  tours  of  the  Historical  Rooms.  They  enjoyed  seeing  a 
glimpse  of  Antrim's  past. 

New  storm  windows  and  screens  were  purchased  for  the  building  this  past 
year.  The  trustees  decided  to  give  the  grounds  a  new  look  for  Antrim's 
Bicentennial.  The  overgrown  shrubbery  was  removed  and  a  new  landscaping 
project  was  begun  in  the  fall.  The  Antrim  Garden  Club  and  The  Antrim 
Woman's  Club  generously  contributed  towards  the  new  landscaping.  The 
remainder  of  the  landscaping  will  be  completed  in  the  spring  of  1977.  Thanks  to 
the  generosity  of  the  townspeople,  the  picket  fences  will  be  completely 
refurbished  in  time  for  the  town's  celebration. 

A  budget  has  been  formulated  for  1977,  designed  not  only  to  offer  the 
customary  excellent  library  services,  but  also  anticipating  that  some  major 
maintenance  problems  may  have  to  be  met  in  the  near  future.  The  present 
heating  plant  is  old  and  certainly  will  not  last  forever.  The  same  thing  is  true  of 
the  roof.  Certain  fire  regulations  may  necessitate  some  major  structural  changes. 
The  trustees,  aware  of  these  and  other  possibilities,  have  included  in  the  budget 
contingency  funds  which  they  hope  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  any  future  needs 
without  asking  the  town  for  help. 

The  trustees  hope  the  townspeople  of  Antrim  will  increase  their  use  of  the 
library's  services  in  1977.  We  consider  it  an  honor  and  privilege  to  serve  as 
trustees  of  the  James  A.  Tuttle  Library.

REPORT  OF  ANTRIM  PARK  BOARD 

The  Park  Board  supervises  the  following: 

Gregg  Lake  Area,  Bathing  Beach 
Bath  House  and  Park  at  the  point 
Ball  Park,  West  Street 
Cram  Park,  Jameson  Avenue 
Tennis  Court,  Jameson  Avenue 
Goodell  Road  School  Site 
Park  at  foot  of  Goodell  Hill 

This  year  we  installed  a  link  fence  6  feet  high  and  750  feet  long,  a  safety  factor 
for  our  children  at  the  beach. 

The  Bath  House  at  the  Public  Beach  has  some  improvements.  We  close  the 
Beach  Labor  Day  weekend.  Pipes  were  drained,  pump  removed  and  stored, 
electric  service  disconnected  for  winter  months;  the  ropes  on  blocks  replaced  and 
blocks  painted.  All  service  by  the  Committee  is  volunteered. 

The  Beach  area  was  enlarged  on  the  west  side  and  a  new  boat  landing  with 
parking  lot  for  boat  trailers  installed.  At  the  east  side  trees  were  cut,  brush 
removed,  fill  hauled  in  to  bring  this  area  up  to  beach  standard,  which  did  away 
with  a  rocky  swamp.  All  of  this  made  a  very  nice  extension  of  our  beach.  Several 
weeping  willow  trees  and  pines  were  also  planted. 

The  water  is  tested  twice  during  the  season  and  proves  to  be  one  of  the  best  in 
our  state. 

Swimming  lessons  are  given  first  two  weeks  of  July.  We  had  approximately  one 
hundred  children.  Adult  classes  were  given  three  nights  a  week,  also  advanced 
life  saving  classes  with  water  safety  movies  two  nights  a  week  at  the  Middle 
School. 

Repairs  were  made  on  the  Ball  Park.  We  bought  a  new  home  plate  and  the 
grass  was  mowed  all  summer  by  William  Richardson. 

We  deeply  appreciate  the  dedication  of  our  lifeguards.  We  were  happy  to 
welcome  Russell  Cuddihy  from  subcommittee  to  the  Board.  Mr.  Cuddihy  gave 
many  volunteer  hours  performing  many  beach  duties  as  well  as  being  a  Special 
Police  Officer.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND 
TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry  Department  has  recognized  the 
fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  is  a  joint  state  and  town  or  city 
responsibility.  Local  authorities  recommend  names  of  persons  to  the  State 
Forester,  who  appoints  one  person  as  town  or  city  fire  warden  and  several  other 
persons  as  town  or  city  deputy  fire  wardens  to  a  three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all  outside  fires,  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by  issuing  a  written  permit  for  kindling  a  fire. 
Permits  are  only  issued  at  such  times  and  in  such  places  as  the  fire  warden  deems 
as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire  organization  in  modern 
forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  tactics.  The  State  also  provides  backup 
personnel  and  equipment  for  suppression  and  prevention  activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in  one  of  the  smallest 
acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past  20  years.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT  FOR  1976 

Any  party  may  petition  the  Board  of  Adjustment  for: 

(1)  a  variance  from  the  Zoning  Ordinance 

(2)  a  special  exception  from  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  and 

(3)  a  review  of  the  action  of  any  administrative  official  or  board  where  it  is 
alleged  there  is  an  error  in  any  order,  requirement,  decision  or  determin- 
ation concerning  the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

All  matters  brought  before  the  Board  must  be  in  compliance  with  the  appli- 
cable provisions  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated.  The  Board 
consists  of  five  members  and  three  alternates  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  held  twelve  sessions  during  1976  and  made  decisions 
on  fourteen  petitions.  Twelve  appeals  were  granted,  two  were  denied  and  one 
other  was  withdrawn  by  the  petitioner.  All  decisions  are  filed  with  the  Selectmen 
and  the  Town  Clerk  and  are  a  public  record. 

Application  forms  and  Rules  of  Procedure  for  hearings  may  be  obtained  at  the 
Selectmen's  office  during  business  hours. 

All  hearings  are  public  and  normally  held  in  the  Town  Hall  on  Tuesday 
evenings  as  necessary.  All  are  welcomed  to  attend.  Decisions  are  rendered  in 
accordance  with  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  and  the  Antrim 
Zoning  Ordinance. 

The  adoption  of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  by  the 
Antrim  voters  at  the  1977  Annual  Town  Meeting  will  provide  for  increased 
flexibility  in  the  application  of  certain  sections  of  the  Ordinance.  The  amend- 
ments also  propose  to  revise  those  sections  presently  not  fully  conforming  to  the

provisions  of  the  Enabling  Statutes  concerning  the  appointment  of  the  Board  of 
Adjustment  and  related  procedual  matters.

After  an  existence  of  eight  years,  the  work  of  the  history  committee  is  nearly 
finished.  The  past  year  has  seen  a  concentrated  effort  on  the  part  of  every 
member  to  research,  write,  proof  read,  and  promote  the  new  history  which  will 
be  published  shortly  before  this  report  reaches  you. 

None  of  us  could  have  anticipated  the  amount  of  work  necessary  to  produce  a 
book  of  which  we  hope  the  town  will  be  proud.  Each  chapter  was  researched  as 
carefully  as  we  knew  how,  using  both  previously  printed  material  (books  and 
newspapers)  and  personal  recollections.  The  vast  amount  of  material  thus 
amassed  would  have  filled  several  books;  being  limited  financially,  we  necessarily 
have  left  out  portions  of  the  town's  history  which  some  may  feel  should  have  been 
included,  but  insofar  as  possible,  we  have  put  together  a  book  which  we  think 
gives  an  accurate  and  readable  portrait  of  Antrim. 

Our  monthly  meetings  during  the  spring  and  summer  were  attended  by  the 
editor  and  the  design  expert  of  Phoenix  Publishers,  who  provided  the  professional 
advice  and  direction  any  amateur  group  needs.  The  manuscript  was  completed 
and  handed  in  by  July  of  1976,  and  since  that  time  we  have  been  devoting  our 
efforts  toward  proof  reading  and  indexing. 

We  have  always  felt  a  dual  responsibility:  not  only  did  we  have  a  mandate  to 
produce  this  book,  but  it  also  seemed  to  us  that  in  fairness  to  the  taxpayers  of 
Antrim,  we  should  concern  ourselves  with  the  sale  of  the  book,  and  return  to  the 
town  as  much  of  the  initial  investment  as  was  possible.  It  is  too  early  at  this 
writing  to  predict  the  final  sales  figure,  but  the  initial  response  to  our  sales  pro- 
motion has  been  good,  and  we  hope  to  be  able  to  report  a  complete  sell-out  by  the 
end  of  Antrim's  bicentennial  year.

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REPORT  FROM  THE 
ANTRIM-BENNINGTON  RESCUE  SQUAD 

Almost  one  year  ago  the  ANTRIM-BENNINGTON  RESCUE  SQUAD  went 
into  full  service.  Although  the  members  of  the  rescue  squad  had  been  responding 
with  trained  EMTAs  together  with  the  Hillsboro  Rescue  Squad  we  were  unable 
to  transport  the  patient  ourselves. 

The  ANTRIM-BENNINGTON  RESCUE  SQUAD  and  their  newly  acquired 
ambulance  were  officially  called  into  service  on  March  5,  1976  at  6:30  p.m.  At 
7:26  just  forty-six  minutes  later  we  were  called  to  respond  to  the  .scene  of  an  auto 
accident  on  route  202  in  Bennington.  Needless  to  say  we  were  all  nervous  for  we 
realized  that  this  was  the  beginning  of  a  rescue  squad  which  many  of  us  had 
worked  many  hard  and  long  hours  to  form.  The  fact  that  we  were  responding  to 
a  medical  emergency  was  of  little  alarm,  but  we  knew  that  we  were  in  the  midst 
of  undertaking  a  great  deal  more  responsibilit\  .  That  first  call  went  smoothlv  and 
we  knew  that  this  was  the  beginning  of  the  ANTRIM -BENNINGTON  RESCUE 
SQUAD! 

During  the  nine  remaining  months  of  1976  the  rescue  squad  responded  to  a 
total  of  seventy-four  medical  emergencies.  Forty-five  of  these  calls  were  in 
Antrim  and  twenty  calls  were  in  Bennington,  the  remaining  nine  calls  were  in 
other  surrounding  towns  where  we  were  called  to  cover  for  other  rescue  squads. 
The  cost  for  operating  the  rescue  squad  for  these  seventy-four  calls  was  $1,170. 
The  remaining  monies  received  from  donations  was  used  to  purchase  necessary 
equipment  for  the  rescue  squad.  This  equipment  included  such  things  as  the  used 
Hillsboro  Ambulance,  a  radio  with  capabilities  to  carry  on  radio  communications 
with  Keene  dispatch,  Hillsboro  operator,  the  hospitals,  and  other  ambulances. 
These  monies  also  enabled  us  to  purchase  monitors  to  alert  some  of  the  members 
of  the  squad  when  there  is  an  emergency  call  and  also  we  used  some  of  the  money 
to  further  training. 

With  the  largest  portion  of  the  equipment  purchased  the  rescue  squad  plans  to 
use  donations  received  this  year  to  continue  training,  obtain  more  monitors  and 
set  aside  monies  for  the  replacement  of  present  equipment.  All  the  members  of 
the  ANTRIM-BENNINGTON  RESCUE  SQUAD  volunteer  their  time  freely,  they 
receive  no  monetary  compensation  for  their  services.  The  only  compensation  we 
receive  is  the  knowledge  that  we  have  been  able  to  help  one  of  our  friends  or 
neighbors  in  their  time  of  need.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF 

ANTRIM  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

1976 

The  Antrim  Conservation  Commission  finished  the  year  with  many  new 
projects  to  be  completed.  In  April  1977  the  Commission  will  conduct  a  program 
of  innoculating  elm  trees  with  the  chemical  Lignasan  to  prevent  and  halt  the 
spread  of  Dutch  elm  disease.  Donald  Paige  is  in  charge  of  this  project.  Initial 
funds  for  this  have  come  from  the  Helen  Wood  Hurlin  Fund,  which  is  held  by  the 
Society  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests.  This  fund  is  for  the  use  of 
conservation  projects  in  Antrim.  Some  residents  have  already  volunteered  to  help 
administer  the  treatment,  but  more  are  needed. 

A  town  clean-up  day  is  planned  for  the  beginning  of  May.  This  w  ill  be  (\onv  in 
cooperation  with  the  Antrim  Woman's  Club.  The  Commission  hopes  to  jiluiil 
more  shade  trees  along  Main  Street  in  1977.  Plans  are  under  discussion. 

A  nature  walk  co-sponsored  by  the  Antrim  Commission  and  the  Audubon 
Society  of  New  Hampshire  was  held  at  Willard  Pond  on  May  8,  1976.  Seeing 
three  loons  on  the  pond  was  the  highlight  of  the  day.  With  the  aid  of  a  taped  call, 
they  came  quite  close  for  better  observation.  Meade  Cadot  led  the  w  alk. 

In  June  the  Conservation  Commission  sponsored  Kevin  Paige  for  a  week  at 
Youth  Conservation  Camp  at  Bear  Brook  State  Park.  Several  local  organizations 
contributed  generously  to  his  campership.  Kevin  spoke  to  the  Commission  at  the 
July  meeting.  He  was  very  appreciative  of  this  opportunity,  and  enthusiastic 
about  his  experience  at  camp. 

With  regret  the  commission  accepted  the  resignations  of  Thomas  Donohue  and 
Richard  Jackson.  Their  contributions  were  many  and  worthwhile.  New  Commis- 
sioners installed  in  June  are  Chris  Piatt  and  Mark  Tenney. 

It  was  brought  to  the  Commission's  attention  that  the  water  in  the  cove  area  of 
Gregg  Lake  is  badly  stagnated.  However,  since  the  water  is  safe  for  swimming, 
the  Commission  recommended  that  nothing  be  done  at  the  present  time  to  correct 
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the  situation.  The  Commission  also  investigated  possible  uses  for  a    16   acre 
town  owned  piece  of  land  near  the  lake. 

Conservation  Commission  meetings  are  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  each 
month  at  the  Little  Town  Hall.  The  public  is  always  welcome.

REPORT  OF  THE  TAX  COLLECTION 
STUDY  COMMITTEE 

Pursuant  to  a  vote  of  the  Town  at  the  1976  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the 
Moderator  was  authorized  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  (5)  members  to  study 
the  feasibility  of  collecting  property  taxes  semi-annually  to  eliminate  as  much  as 
possible  the  borrowing  of  large  sums  to  pay  obligations  of  the  Town  by  borrowing 
in  anticipation  of  future  ta.xes. 

The  members  of  the  committee  appointed  included  Lloyd  Henderson,  David 
Hurlin,  Peter  Merrifield,  Richard  Schacht  and  William  Richardson.  Upon  Rill 
Richardson's  resignation  as  Tax  Collector,  he  was  replaced  on  the  Committee  by 
Rarbara  Elia,  the  newly-appointed  Tax  Collector,  although  Rill's  thoughts  were 
considered  in  the  Committee's  study. 

The  Committee's  work  included: 

1.  A  review  of  the  state  statutes  authorizing  the  semi-annual  collection  of  taxes; 

2.  Contact  with  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association,  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Tax  Collectors'  Association  and  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
Revenue  Administration  concerning  the  extent  of  the  practice  in  New 
Hampshire  towns  and  cities. 

3.  Direct  contact  with  Selectmen  and  Tax  Collectors  in  other  towns  in  the 
state,  including  one  area  town  which  has  adopted  semi-annual  tax  collection 
and  one  town  which  studied  the  matter  and  rejected  it  at  their  1976  town 
meeting. 

4.  Preparation  of  a  cash  flow  analysis  for  the  past  two  (2)  years  in  Antrim. 

At  the  Committee's  final  meeting  in  January,  the  following  possible  advantages 
and  disadvantages  of  semi-annual  tax  collection  were  reviewed  in  detail: 

Advantages 

1.  Will  greatly  reduce  or  possibly  eliminate  short-term  borrowing. 

2.  Paying  total  tax  bill  at  one  time  is  a  burden  to  many  taxpayers. 

3.  Might  decrease  the  percentage  of  uncollected  taxes. 

4.  December  is  a  bad  time  for  many  people  financially. 
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Disadvantages 

1.  Cost  of  collection  will  increase  because  of  extra  work,  postage,  etc.,  and 
probable  raise  in    Tax  Collector's  salary. 

2.  Town  is  making  money  on  uncollected  taxes  because  cost  of  short-term 
borrowing  is  only  4^4%  and  town  receives  9%  and  then  11%  on  uncol- 
lected taxes  when  paid.  ($535  net  in  1975) 

3.  Will  not  completely  eliminate  short-term  borrowing. 

4.  Some  taxpayers  may  have  to  borrow  money  twice  a  year  instead  of  once  to 
pay  their  taxes. 

5.  For  those  taxpayers  who  have  money  in  the  bank,  they  can  collect  more 
interest  by  not  having  to  pay  their  taxes  until  December. 

6.  Probably  wouldn't  decrease  the  percentage  of  uncollected  taxes  significantly. 

Following  the  Committee's  review  of  the  advantages  and  disadvantages,  it  was 
felt  that  our  conclusions  were  inconclusive. 

The  Committee  does  not  presently  advocate  adopting  semi-annual  tax  collec- 
tion (which  would  have  to  be  done  by  vote  of  the  Town  at  an  Annual  Town 
Meeting),  but  feels  that  because  the  collection  of  taxes  is  a  concern  to  all  tax- 
payers, it  is  a  matter  which  should  be  studied  further. 

The  Committee  does  not  feel  that  it  had  ample  opportunity  or  authorization 
from  the  voters  to  study  the  overall  matter  of  tax  collection  fully,  and  therefore 
would  like  to  continue  its  existence  for  another  year  and  acquire  further  author- 
ization from  the  voters  to  expand  its  study  to  include  other  aspects  of  the  tax 
collection  process. 

Because  of  the  Committee's  concern  and  its  desire  to  continue  and  expand  its 
study,  a  warrant  article  has  been  included  in  the  Warrant  for  the  1977  Annual 
Town  Meeting  for  further  authorization.  It  is  hoped  that  this  article  will  be 
approved  by  the  voters  so  that  further  study  can  be  undertaken  and,  hopefully, 
more  definite  conclusions  and  possibly  a  concrete  proposal  can  be  presented  at 
the  1978  Annual  Town  Meeting.

MONADNOCK  REGION  ASSOCIATION  REPORT 
FOR  1976 

The  Monadnock  Region  Association  was  founded  in  1934  when  representatives 
from  twenty-four  towns  in  Southwestern  New  Hampshire  first  met  and  formed 
the  organization. 
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The  objectives  of  the  Association  todav  are  much  the  same  as  they  were  in 
1934. 

We  beheve  in  tourism  and  recreation  for  the  residents  of  the  region  and  for  the 
many  \  isitors  who  enjoy  coming  here.  The  tourist  industr\  in  New  Hampshire  is  a 
450  miUion  dollar  business  and  over  32,000  New  Hampshire  people  are  employed 
in  tourist  related  jobs.  The  Monadnock  Region  Association  is  the  only  association 
or  group  expressly  charged  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  with  the  responsibili- 
ties of  recreation  and  tourism  in  the  Monadnock  Region. 

In  1976  the  Association  distributed  over  120  thousand  folders  and  brochures 
about  the  Monadnock  Region  to  potential  tourists  and  travelers  to  our  area. 
Tourists  paid  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  14  million  dollars  Rooms  and  Meals  tax 
in  1976.  Over  5  V2  million  dollars  of  this  was  redistributed  by  the  State  to  all  New 
Hampshire  towns  and  cities.  Every  town  and  city  in  the  Monadnock  Region 
received  a  share  of  this  tourist  tax  revenue  according  to  population. 

The  Town  of  Antrim  received  $10,522  of  these  funds  in  1976. 

The  Monadnock  Region  Association  also  strives  to  improve  the  industrial 
climate  in  the  area.  We  know  that  there  can  not  be  jobs  for  our  young  people  if 
there  are  not  shops,  plants,  and  warehouses  where  they  can  work.  In  the  Region 
there  are  many  good  companies  that  provide  clean,  well-paying  jobs  and  they 
don't  make  smoke  or  pollute  the  streams.  We  seek  to  help  other  firms  like  these  to 
locate  in  the  Monadnock  Region. 

Also  we  want  to  maintain  and  preserve  our  natural  resources,  our  mountains, 
our  forest,  our  fields  and  our  wild  birds  and  animals  so  that  they  can  be  enjoyed 
by  those  who  live  here  and  by  the  visitors  who  come  to  the  area  now  and  in  the 
future. 

Our  interests  in  recreation  and  tourism,  in  industry,  and  in  conservation 
haven't  changed  greatly  in  43  years.

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COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 

This  past  year,  by  contrast  with  the  previous  year,  was  rather  hectic.  Early  in 
May  we  had  a  serious  break  in  the  main  to  the  pump  house,  which  left  the  whole 
system  without  water  for  almost  four  hours  before  it  could  be  located  and  valves 
turned  off  to  isolate  the  break.  This  is  the  first  time  in  many  years  that  a  break  of 
this  magnitude  has  occurred  and  we  hope  we  do  not  have  another  soon. 

The  connection  from  the  dead  end  in  front  of  the  Middle  School  to  West  Street 
was  accomplished  without  incident  and  well  within  the  amount  allowed  for  the 
project,  as  we  used  about  125  feet  of  6"  universal  pipe  which  we  had  on  hand 
even  though  we  purchased  enough  new  pipe  to  do  the  complete  job.  We  have 
about  250  feet  of  pipe  left  which  can  be  used  on  new  construction. 

The  Summer  Street  dam  area  has  been  much  improved  with  money  spent  last 
year,  but  we  believe  there  is  a  lot  of  work  still  to  be  done  before  the  pond  and 
surrounding  area  are  really  cleaned  up. 

We  spent  some  money  cutting  brush  on  the  pipe  line  and  belie\e  this  work 
should  be  continued  as  this  has  not  been  done  for  several  years.  The  road  to 
Campbell  Pond  has  been  repaired  but  the  dam  needs  attention,  the  gate  house 
needs  some  refurbishing  and  the  brush  should  be  cut  around  the  dam.  The  gates 
to  the  pond  and  to  the  pumping  station  are  now  chained  shut  to  keep 
unauthorized  persons  from  entering  the  property. 

We  are  concerned  with  vandalism  which  has  continued  to  plague  the  bubbler 
at  the  ball  field.  Several  times  in  the  last  few  years  the  bubbler  has  been  badly 
mutilated  and  this  last  fall  the  whole  thing,  including  the  pipe,  was  ripped  out. 
The  Precinct  is  only  too  happy  to  supply  water,  but  we  think  the  users  should 
treat  the  equipment  with  more  respect  as  this  is  supplied  by  the  town  at 
taxpayers'  expense. 

A  look  at  the  expenditures  for  last  year  compared  with  the  budget  shows  two 
over  spent  areas,  the  first  being  Pipe  Line  Maintenance  where  $2,500  was 
budgeted  and  we  spent  $2,760.18.  All  of  the  maintenance  items  are  thrown  into 
this  category  so  that  snow  removal  from  hydrants,  road  repair,  resurfacing  of 
streets,  flushing  lines,  thawing  hydrants  as  well  as  actual  repairs  are  part  of  this 
expense.  Looking  at  the  items  in  this  light  we  do  not  think  they  are  excessive.  The 
second  item  over  spent  was  Administration.  This  was  principally  because  we  did 
not  take  into  account  the  insurance  costs  for  liability  and  workmen's 
compensation  and  the  increased  costs  for  postage  and  mailing. 

The  only  large  project  we  propose  this  year  is  to  tie  the  dead  end  at  the  end  of 
Grove  Street  back  to  West  Street  via  Hilton  Avenue  thereb\  gi\ing  us  another 
loop.  The  distance  is  slightly  over  825  feet  and  we  would  have  to  purchase  about 
575  feet  of  pipe. 

We  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  we  collect  100%  of  the  established  water  rates. 

2.  That  we  raise  the  sum  of  $4,968.59  by  taxation.
